Mr. McKnzie did not make a par­ 
ticularly good game warden.

Blue Jay Johnnie. 
But that is an­ 
other story. 
In 
Santa Clara county McKenzie 
finally ran his course, as “machine” 
managers, or “bosses” are sure to do 
sooner or later.

San Francisco.
